Riding a bucking horse while 
seated in a saddle is one thing — 
trying the same st&nt without a 
saddle on the slippery, uncovered 
back of a jumping, twisting, wild 
bronc, with no aid but the grip on 
a sursingle around the hors's body, 
is still another.

Calf roping has developed into 
the most scientific of western 
sports- — r equri'ng skill, speed, 
agility and horsemanship. With 

the calf given a 15 -foot start, the 
cowboy is required to pursue him, 
rope the calf and then while his 
horse holds the rope taut, dis- 
• mount, throw the calf on his side 
and tie three feet together. 

This event is a race against 
rime, taken between the drop of 
the first flag as the horse leaves 
the barrier, and the drop of the 
field judge's flag as the cowboy 
signals his- tie. is complete. In the 
event that the cowboy leaves the 
barrier before the first flag is 
dropped, he is automatically fined 
ten seconds.

Saddle Eronc Riding 



Each cowboy draws the horse 
he is to ride before the show. A 
plain halter and a bucking rein is 
held by one hand. The rider is for- 
bidden to change hands during 
the ride or balance himself by 
touching any part of the horse or 
equipment with the free hand. He 
must leave the chute with both 
feet in stirrups and spurs against 
the horse's shoulders; must spur 
with both feet; and keep his feet 
in action during the entire ten 
seconds of the ride.

Steer Wrestling 

The steer dashes across the 
starting line, the cowboy on horse- 
back on one side of the steer, 
while his hazer, riding on the op- 
posite side of the animal, tries to 
keep the animal running in a 
straight line. 

Perfect timing is required as 
the cowboy leaps from his horse 
to hook his arms over the steer's 
horns. His boots dig into the dirt 
as he forces the steer to stop, and 
then in a hand to horn wrestling 
match he forces the animal to lay 
flat on its side, all four feet out- 
stretched in the same direction. 
Plenty of thrills and spills are 
promised to be seen in this event.

Team Roping 

Here is the actual range work 
of the cowboy during branding 
time at the roundups. The so-call- 
ed "header" comes out of the bar- 
rier, the same as the calf roper, 
and attempts to rope the steer by 
the horns or head, anchoring his 
lariat to his saddle horn. Then his 
partner, called the "heeler," comes 
in and attempts to rope one or 
both of the steer's hind legs. 

The team is fined five seconds 
if only one leg is snared. This is 
also a race against time, the best 
between two flags. A "broken 
barrier" is also a ten second fine 
as in the calf roping event.

First Go-round 
Brahma Bull Riding 

Brahma bull-. riding is regarded 
as most dangerous of all cowboy 
sports — a feat demanding nerve, 
blind courage — and sheer luck! 
His only hold is a tight clutch on 
a loose rope around the animal's 
middle. The cowboy must keep 
one hand in the air and keep both 
feet "scratching" as he tries to 
stay on board for eight seconds. 

The rider's troubles are not 
quite over when he bucks off or 
rides the bull for the eight sec- 
onds. That's when his troubles be- 
gin, as the Brahma bull, a sacred 
animal of India, will fight at any- 
thing that moves. Many a cowboy 
has been injured by these fighting 
bulls.
